GREETS HEARST 


Independence Leader Arouses 


His Followers.

Chicago, July 28.— Amid loud and en­ 
thusiastic cheering and with its mem­ 
bers showing every sign of loyalty to 
their new standard of political faith, 
the first national convention of the In­ 
dependence party 
was opened at 8 
o’clock last night in Orchestra hall. 
The main floor of the hall was filled 
by the delegates. There were no alter­ 
nates. The galleries were overcrowded 
with a throng which, entered heartily 
into the spirit of the proceedings, and 
throughout the night applauded vigor­ 
ously whatever-met their approval. 
The arrival of W. R. Hearst started 
a delirious demonstration. 
The editor, 
claid in a frock coat, but looking cool 
despite the heat, bowed right and left 
as he walked up the center aisle and 
ascended the platform. 
The hall was 
in an uproar as he mounted the steps 
leading to the platform. 
He took no 
notice of the demonstration, but after 
remaining on the rostrum for about 
three minutes in consultation with the j 
secretary of the convention, descended 
into the body of the hall, taking a seat j 
with the New York delegation. 
His 
action was a signal for the renewed 
cheering and the delegates shouting 
“ Hearst, H ea rst!” immediately started 
on a parade around the hall, chanting 
continuously the name of 
the New 
York editor. The parade continued for 
several minutes before quiet was re- , 
stored. 
Milton W. Howard of Alabama, on 
taking the gavel, introduced Charles A. 
Walsh of Iowa, secretary of the pro-j 
visional national committee, who read 
the call for the convention. This docu­ 
ment declare d the purpose of the gath­ 
ering was to be the foundation of an 
independent party and the* nomination 
of candidates for president and vice 
president. 
Fa ther O’Callahan of Chicago deliv­ 
ered the invocation. 
Mr. Howard at 
the conclusion of the invocation an­ 
nounced the names of the temporary 
officers of the convention. 
His men- j 
tion of the name of Mr. Hearst as tem- 
porary chairman was received with an 
outburst of applause, and Mr. Hearst, 
when he mounted the rostrum, escort­ 
ed by a Committee of three appointed 
by the chair, was given an uproarious 
welcome. 
Mr. Hearst delivered his ad­ 
dress with intense earnestness, driv­ 
ing home his points in an emphatic 
manner that carried the convention 
with him from the start to the close 
of his address. 
In conclusion, Mr. Hearst said: 
“Is 
it not now time, is there not need for 
a new party which shall take up the 
work of the parties cf Jefferson, of 
Jackson, of Lincoln and preserve for 
It and for the citizens of the future 
the rights and liberties which these 
parties in their hour of usefulness pre­ 
served for the citizens of their time? 
“The old parties in this day of their 
decadence are no longer equal to this 
work, for they have become unfaith­ 
ful to the principles which inspired 
them and unworthy of the patriots who 
founded them. 
The Republican party 
is the open and avowed handmaiden 
of the trusts. 
It scorns those who 
would rescue it, repudiates those who 
would reform it and glories brazenly 
in its profitable infamy. 
The Demo­ 
cratic party is merely envious of its 
sordid sister’s ill-gotten finery. 
It up­ 
braids her at one election and imi­ 
tates her at the next. 
“The Republican leaders are the po­ 
litical attorneys of trusts and monopo­ 
lies, the representatives in public life 
of those giant corporations which have 
superceded the people in the republic 
as the source of power and the seat 
of authority. 
The Democratic van­ 
guard is a Falstaff’s army. It is led by 
a knight arrayed in a motley of modi­ 
fied professions and compromised prin­ 
ciples, of altered opinions and retract­ 
ed statements.” 
Mr. Hearst at this point in his ad- 
Aress mentioned the names of Sullivan, 
Hopkins, Murphy, McClellan, Taggart, 
Ryan. Belmont, Bailey and Williams, 
describing them as officers of the Dem­ 
ocratic vanguard and designating them 
in uncomplimentary terms. 
He then 
resumed 
as 
follows: 
“A Falstaff’g 
army, whose banner bears on one side 
a watchword for the people, and on the 
•ther a password for the trusts, whose 
only object is office at any cost, whose 
motto ‘After us the deluge.’ 
“Assuming that Mr. Bryan himself 
Is all that his most ardent admirers 
claim him to be, a great lawyer, an en­ 
lightened statesman, an inspired patri­ 
ot, still a man is known by the com­ 
pany he keeps, and no decent Demo­ 
cra t can tolerate his free companions. 
No honest citizen can let down the 
ba ts of office to such an All Ba ba ’s 


band ofjooodlers and braves. 'No pm» 
dent citizen will support a combination 
to which Taggart supplies a candidate 
and Parker a platform, for which Ryan 
will pay the freight and the people will 
pay the penalty. 
“Back of both parties and underwrit­ 
ing each are those Captain Kidds of 
industry, those highwaymen of high 
finance, who realize that to plunder 
safely the people’s purse they must 
first possess the' people’s government. 
“The Republican platform says a 
thing and means nothing. 
It Is a plat­ 
form cf statistical inventions and pol­ 
itical evasions. 
It is obviously the 
product of a party whose sole purpose 
la to stand pat and whose sole desire 
is to stay put. 
“The Democratic platform contains 
some good and original things, but as 
has been said, the original things are 
not good and the good things are not 
original. 
It was built by political ja ck ­ 
daws who feathered their nests with 
the plumes of others without under­ 
standing their significance, or intention 
as to their performance. It is the hab­ 
itation cf a hermit crab which has no 
shell of its own and invades the first 
convenient one without regard to prop­ 
erty or propriety. 
“Let us make a platform so clear 
and so sincere that every citizen will 
understand our position and have our 
confidence in our intention. 
Let us 
nominate candidates from among the 
many men here present whose lives 
and deeds are a guarantee of the gen­ 
uineness cf their attitude— a pledge of 
the sincerity of our profession. 
Then 
let us go forth to an honorable effort 
for a righteous cause to battle and to 
victory.” 
After some further preliminary bus­ 
iness the convention adjourned until 2 
o’clock this afternoon.

4 
ehall plac* him on a level in dealing 
with bis employer. 
The Republican 
party has passed an employers’ liabil­ 
ity act for interstate railroads, and has 
established an eight hour law for gov­ 
ernm ent employees and on government 
construction. 
The essence of the re­ 
form effected )jy the former is the 
abolition of 
the 
fellow-servant rule, 
and the introduction of the compara­ 
tive negligence theory by which an em­ 
ployee injured in the service of his 
employer does not lose his right to re­ 
cover because of slight negligence on 
his part. 
Then there is the act pro­ 
viding for compensation for injury to 
government employees, together with 
the various statutes requiring safety 
appliances upon interstate commerce 
railroads for the protection of their 
employees, and limiting the hours of 
their employment. 
These are all in­ 
stances of the desire of the Repub­ 
lican party to do justice to the wage 
earner. 
Doubtless a more comprehen 
sive m easure for compensation of gov­ 
ernm ent employees will be adopted ir 
the future. 
To give to employees their proper 
position in such a controversy, to en­ 
able 
them 
to 
maintain 
themselves 
against employers having great cap­ 
ital, they may well unite, because in 
union there is strength and without it 
each individual laborer and employee 
would be helpless. 
The promotion of 
industrial peace through the instru­ 
mentality of the trade agreement is 
often one of the results of such union 
when intelligently conducted. 
There is a large body of laborers, 
however, skilled and unskilled, 
w ho 
are net organized into unions. 
Then 
rights before the law are exactly the 
same as those of the union men, and 
are to be protected with the same cart 
and watchfulness. 
In order to induce their employer 
into a compliance with their request 
for changed 
terms of employment, 
workmen have the right to strike in a 
body. 
They have a right to use such 
persuasion as they may, provided It 
does not reach the point of duress, to 
lead their reluctant co-laborers to join 
them in their union against their em­ 
ployer, and they have a right, if they 
choose, to accumulate funds to support 
those engaged in a strike, to delegate 
to officers the power to direct the ac­ 
tion of the union, and to withdraw 
themselves and their associates from 
dealings with, or giving custom to 
those with whom they are in contro­ 
versy. 
W hat Labor Cannot Lawfully Do. 
W hat they have not the right to do 
is to injure their employer’s property, 
to injure their employer’s business by 
use of threats or methods of physical 
duress against those w ho would w’ork 
forTlim, or deal with him. or by car 
rying on w hat is sometimes known as 
a secondary 
boycott against his cus­ 
tomers or tho re with whom he deals. 
It has been claimed that injunctions 
do not issue to pro tect anything but 
property rights, and that business is 
not a property right: but such a propo­ 
sition is wholly inconsistent with all 
the decisions of the courts. The Su­ 
preme Court of the United States says 
that the injunction is a 
rem ed y to pro­ 
tect property or rights of a pecuniary 
nature, and we may well subm it to the 
considerate judgm ent of all laymen 
w hether the right of a man in his busi­ 
ness is not as distinctly a right of a 
pecuniary nature as the right to his 
horse or his house or the sto ck of goods 
on his shelf; and the instance* in 


should be treated with rigid impartial 
ity, and that injunctions should not*be 
issued in any cases in which injunc­ 
tions would not issue if no industrial 
dispute were involved.“ 
This declaration is disingenuous. 
It 
seems to have been loosely draw n with 
the especial purpose of rendering It 
susceptible to one interpretation by one 
set of m en and to a diametrically oppo 
site interpretation by another. It does 
not aver that injunctions should uot 
issue in industrial disputes, bu** ouly 
that they should not issue merely be

yet those responsible for the declara­ 
tion m ust have known that no one has 
ever maintained that the fact th at a 
dispute was industrial gave any basis 
for issuing a» injunction in reference 
thereto. 
The declaration seems to be drawn In 
its present vague and ambiguous shape 
in order to persuade some people that it 
is a declaration against the issuing of 
injunctions in any industrial dispute, 
while at the same time it may be pos­ 
sible to explain to the average plain 
citizen w ho objects to class distinctions 
that no such intention exists at all. 
Our position is clear and unequivocal. 
We are anxious to prevent even an ap­ 
pearance of any injustice to labor In 
the issuance of injunctions, not in a 
spirit of favoritism to one set of our 
fellow citizens, but of justice to all of 
our fellowr citizen*. 
The reason for ex­ 
ercising or refusing to exercise the 
power of injunction must be found iu 
the character of the unlawful Injury 
and not In the character or class of the 
persons who inflict this injury. 
The man who has a business which 
is being unlawfully injured is entitled 
to the remedies which the law has al­ 
ways given him, no m atter who has in­ 
flicted the injuries. 
Otherwise, 
we 
shall have class legislation unjust in 
principle and likely to sap the founda­ 
tions of a free government.

Injunction. 
I come now to the question of no­
